"When an order was posted some 
months ago by the Northwestern road

BUILD VESSELS 


Govern ment Proposes to Carry Emi- 


grants on Its Own Steam- 


ships In Future. 


(Special Br Scrlppi-McRae) 
Vienna, Dec. 22.—Early In January 


the government proposes to introduce 
in tho relchsrath an Important bill to 
restrict and regulate emigration.' One 
of tho main objects of this measure 
will be the transference of all Austrian 
emigrants In Austrian vessels from 
Trieste Instead of permitting them to 
travel by German and other foreign 
steamship lines. 


Tho Premdcnblatt, a semiofficial or- 


gan, warmly supports the government 
bill In the interests of homo shipping. 
This paper estimates that in 
the 
last five years Austro-Hungarian emi- 
grants liavo taken from the 
country 


128.000,000, tho bull; of which has 
been paid to foreign railroads 
and 


steamship lines.

portance of emigrants retaining

appropriate In his nativity, tho nnnv 
which we call him today Is "EmanucI1 
which signifies In our language, "Go< 
with us." 


God In Human Life 
It was a name which long awaltoi 


him. 
In tho divine Intention It was 


chosen centuries prior to his birth 
H Is a most momentous name to give 
tho son of Mary. 
It declares 
tho 


central truth of our religion,—tho In 
carnation, God In human life. 
And 


the hemispheres which mnko up Its 
perfect truth are tho humanncss o! 
God and the dlvlncness of man. 


It seems almost 
presumption 
to 


speak of tho humanness of God ye1 
we dare to be true to the message of 
Bethlehem, "God with us." 
Ho has 


ever been with us In the world but 
men thought of his presence as ex 
ternal to 
themselves. 
Bethlehem 


marks tho gateway where God enter 
ed humanity as an Inner presence. 
In tho profound wonts of the apostle 
who reclined upon the bosom 
of the 


Lord and felt the beatings of his 
heart.—"And tho Word became Flesh 
and tented among us.'' 
God Identifies 


himself with us. wherefore wo say that 
ho Is kindred to us. 


Birth of Christ '

EARNINGS 


The report of tho Interstate Com' 


merce commission, contains some In 
terestlng statistics on rallraod earn- 
ings. 


"The preliminary Income account 


'-for the year ending June 30, 1902, 
compiles returns from railway com- 
panies operating 193.385 miles of line, 
or approximately U8 per cent of tho 
entire mileage of tho. United States. 
From these returns It appears that tho 
gross earnings of such companies for 
tho period named amounted to $1,711,- 
754,200, or an average of $8,761 per 
mile of line; their operating expens 
es aggregated $1.106,137,403, or an av- 
erage of $5,fiGl per mile, leaving net 
earnings of $605.616,795. or $3,100 per 
mile. 


"The Item of taxes, 
amounting 


probably to $54.000,000, Is not Includ- 
ed In this statement of operating ex- 
penses. 
Compared with the previous 


year the net earnings are greater 
.by some $51.000,000, and tho amount 
paid In dividends on stock greater by 
nearly $30.000,000. 
It Is Interesting 


to contrast this showing with the 
statistics for 1897, wen the gross earn- 
ings averaged $C,122 and tho operat- 
ing expenses $4.106 per mile. 
As 


the rates, broadly, speaking. 
were 


about the same In both years. It fol 
lows that the largo Increase In earn' 
Ings resulted mainly from tho 
In- 


creased volume of traffic. 
These fig- 


ures furnish an Indication of 
tho 


great prosperity enjoyed by tho rail 
roads." 


These figures speak volumes for tho 


prosperity of the country. 
Tho re- 


port does not give the amount of mon 
ey paid out for wages, but when tho 
•fact Is considered that railroads cm 
ploy 10.000.000 men. and thajt more 
than one-third of the population ot 
the United States Is supported by 
tho wages distributed, the vastness

While tho railroads have 
made

years, they have simply shared In the 
general prosperity which has blessed 
tho country.
